Camp Thomas, May 22, 1898. 


The mail service here is very poor, 


as this morning I received two letters 
from papa and about six papers, all in 
the'same mail. I was the liist boy 
in camp to get a paper from home, 
and everybody lias been around to 
read my papers. 


I am in the same mess as before— 


first sergeant tent across the street 
from the captain's tent, where I stay 
most of the time. 
We now have one 


extra man in the mess, Denver Grail, 


and had a room, at the -Southern 
Hotel with a fellow from a troop of 
Ohio Cavalry, 
name Naab, from 


Cleveland, whom I met down street 
on the same errand as myself—that 
is, buying supplies. I brought out a 
large basket of stuff this morning, 
but did not get anythiug°like Naab 
did, as he had his supplies shipped by 
freight. 
He bought about; a wagon 


load. I had a good bath and shave 
while in and put on clean under- 
clothes, so that I feel fine today. 


We went around to a restaurant 


and had supper. I "Mowed" myself 
and had soft-shell crabs that papa has 
talked about so much. They were 
not so high, only flfty cents. 
The 


train came right through on the way 
back and only took about twenty-five 
minutes for the trip. 


Well, I will have to close for this 


time as it is time for dinner. 
Don't 


expect to get as long a letter as Ithis 
again, for a good while, • as this is 
Sunday morning ana I won't have 
time again soon. Well, give my re- 
gards to all my friends and love to 
the folks.

After we had been here a few clays 


they supplied us with straw for our 
ticks, so that we are all right now. 


The company streets are about 


three times as wide here as at Colum- 
bus, so that we have lots of room and 
better air. 


There are quite a 
number of 


squirrels here. Sometimes they run 
down a tree and go by within fifteen 
yards of a person and don't seem to 
notice one, they are so tame. Day 
before yesterday Captain Prichard 
and I started out for a walk to see 
the park. 
We went about a mile 


west of our tent to a steel observation 
tower that is situated on Snodgrass 
Hill. Ifrorn the top of it-you can see 
for miles in every direction. Towards 
the northwest you can see Lookout 
Mountain, a thousand feet high, and 
a little to the right, to the north of 
the tower, is: Missionary Ridge, be- 
tween which Chattanooga lies in an 
air line of a little more than five 
miles, although it is thirteen by rail- 
road. To the north and northe'ast in 
the distance is a dim blue line. That 
is the famous Blue .Ridge mountains. 
For'several miles in each direction is 
Chickamauga park, with first an 
open clearing and then a piece of 
woods that seems as though it was 
designed on purpose for a large mili- 
tary camp, as we camp in the woods 
and use the open for battalion drill 
and dress parade. 


It is the finest scenery I have ever 


seen, but 1 suppose it does not com- 
pare with the view from the summit 
of Lookout Mountain, which I expect 
to take inside of a week. 


Captain Prichard had his camera 


with him and wanted to take a 
picture of the country from the top 
of the tower, but concluded it would 
be of no use, as it is only 4x5 and the 
pictures would be too small. 
There 


are monuments, sign-boards and fac 
similes of the batteries of cannon 
scattered all over the park, so that a 
person can get a good idea of the 
famous battle. 


We have not drilled very hard since 


we came here on account of the 
change of climate, andjallthat I have 
been out in a week was on two dress 
parades. I like the weather better 
the longer I stay. Folks here say it 
will get very little warmer and that 
the heat in mid-summer, will not be 
as oppressive as it is in Ohio on ac- 
count of the elevation and the moun- 
tains being near us 
It has not 


rained more than a five minutes 
shower since-we came, and in fact is 
quite dusty, as the roads are cut up 
by constant hauling, 
"l have been down to Battlefield 
Station—that is where we get on and 
off the train—several times and it is 
quite a sight. The first day when 
we came in on the train there was a 
field on our left that had nearly a 
thousand United States mules in it, 
to be used for packing and hauling 
purposes, and day before yesterday 
there were two train-loads of wagons 
and hard-tdlk, beans, potatoes, salt 
pork, etc., etc., by the carload—hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
food alone. 
There are about twenty-five stands 


at the station, where you can huy 
canned goods, sandwiches, 
coffee, 


fruit,, lemonade, sherbet, etc.. at 
rather stiff prices. 


The'hard-tack we have to eat is not 


what I thought it would be' at ail. 'It 
is a very good cracker, made about 
4x4, and rather thick, and I like it 
better than bread, as long as I have 
coffee to wash it down. 


Georiga, our cook, made up his 


rumpus and is going to stay with us 
and is cooking things in good shape 
now. 
We have plenty, except that 


we want something sour. 


We had church service this morning 


at eight at headquarters and every- 
one attended. I wanted to send you 
a program, but we had to give them 
back to be used next Sunday. 


The little three-year-old daughter 


of Wrn. Hollenbeck, of East Eleventh 
street, is very sick and not expected 
to recover.

The Troubles Arising from the Ill- 


fated Partnership of W. H. Pixley 


and Charles Baldwin. 


Judge Henry Collings Opened court 


this morning calling tbe case of Louis 
Pieper against W. H. Pixley and 
Charles Baldwin. This case has been 
in court Jor'several years and has in- 
volved 
some interesting features. 


W.-H. Pixley and Charles Baldwin 
formed a partnership of some kind for 
the purchase of lumber. 
Baldwin 


purchased a lot of lumber from Louis 
Pieper, giving in payment therefor a 
note signed by Mr. Pixley, as en- 
dorser. , Pixley then had Baldwin ar- 
rested for forgery, claiming that he 
(Pixley) "had never endorsed the note 
or authorized Baldwin to sign his 
name. In the January term of the 
common pleas court Baldwin. was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for a term of eighteen 
months. Shortly after being confined 
in that institution the case was car- 
ried to the circuit court. This court 
reversed the verdict of the lower court 
and ordered Baldwin released from 
the penitentiary, on the grounds that 
there was not sufficient evidence to 
convict. 
Louis Peiper then brought 


suit against Pixley arid Baldwin ou 
this note. 
The case.was tried at the 


April term, 1894, of the common 
pleas court. The jury returned a ver- 
dict in favor of plaintiff for $689.90. 
The defendants then appealed the 
case of the circuit court, where it re- 
mained for about-two years. 
When 


brought to trial the circuit court re- 
versed the/finding of the lower court 
and remanded the case back to the 
common pleas court for a re-hearing. 
It has since been continued from 
court to court until this morning. 
The jury now hearing the case are W. 
A. Hamilton, David McKensic, Wil- 
liam Lyons, J. B. Violet, E. I. Kirby, 
Frank Seymore, James Dutiel, N". L. 
Searl, John H. Boyer, H. D. Stock- 
ham, Jacob Henson, Henry Rader. 
Attorneys for plaintiif, Anderson and 
Dodge. 
For defendant, Evans & 


Livingstone.

Spain's "Flying" Squadron Is at I-ant 


Hounded Up In the Harbor at Santiago 
de Cuba. 
"Washington, May 25.—Spain's flying 


Squadron will fly no longer. Its race 
is run. 
Cooped up in the harbor of 


Santiago de Cuba, its destruction or 
capture is considered by officials here 
to be merely a matter of time. Before 
the harbor are the armor clads of the 
American navy, ready to give battle 
to Admiral Cervera's men of war the 
moment they poke their noses out of 
the channel leading to the sea.' 


Official advices announcing these to 


be the positions of the opposing fleets 
were received at the navy department 
from the commander in chief of the 
American force operating in front of 
the harbor.
